Mrs. Ruth Gamble, widow of J. R. 
Gamble, who was shot and killed here 
on the night of February 7, and a 
negro, Andrew Hunt, were arrested 
here today on charges of murder for 
the alleged slaying of the woman's 
husband. 

The arrests were made following in- 
fiictments brought by the Muscogee 
county grand jury charging them with 
the slaying of Gamble. 

W. D. Layfield, Muscogee county 
jailer, said he had Mrs, Gamble in 
fustody and that he “understood Hunt 
bad been taken to another jail,” 


Layfield said Mrs. Gamble was ar- 
rested late today and brought to jail, 
where she has refused to make any 
atatement. She is the mother of two 
boys, about 6 and 8 years old. She 
jis 36 years old and, according to Lay- 
field, a member of a well-known Geor- 
gia family. 

She had been conducting the gro- 
fery business since the night her hus- 
band was shot. 

Layfield said Gamble was shot as 
he left the grocery store. The Gam- 
ble residence is next door to the store 
and Gamble generally went from his 
store tu the residence from the rear 
of the store, where he was found fa- 
tally wounded. 

Three negroes have been under ar- 
Fest as suspects, and Layfield said he 
had “‘on several occasions” had a ne- 

ro by the name of Andrew Hunt in 
gail charged with misdemeanors. 

The Muscogee county superior court 
is now in session, but Layfield said 
he did not know if the case of Mrs.

The big Japanese drive to conquer 
the province of Jehol is under way. 
Despite a heavy snowstorm and tem- 


peratures running around 10 degrees 
below zero, Fahrenheit, two columns 
of troops began the advance on the 
northeastern boundary of the province 
Thursday. 

One of these columns, composed of 
the sixth Japanese infantry division 
and the fourth cavalrv brigade; set out 
from Tungliao, which is about 45 es 
from the Jehol border in Manchuria. 

The other column of troops of the 
government of Manchukuo, moved on 
the northeastern Jehol frontier be- 
hind a screen of cavalrymen, a Chang- 
chun dispatch said. 

Through her diplomats in the 
world’s capital, Japan has informed 
the great powers that she intends to 
wrest the province of Jehol from 
China and add it to Manchukuo, but 
that she has no intention of advanc- 
ing south of the Great Wall into 
China proper unless there is provoca- 
tion by the Chinese.

(UP)—Professor Raymond Moley, 
adviser to President-elect Roose- 
velt on economic and political mat- 
ters, has been named assistant sec- 
retary of state in the new cabinet, 
it was reported in informed quar- 
ters here tonight. 

Moley is on the staff of Colum- 
bia University. 

He attended recent conferences 
between President-elect Roosevelt 
and President Hoover concerning 
war debts. It is reported his work 
at the state department will be 
centered largely on this controver- 
sial problem.

President-elect Roosevelt speeded up 
his reorganization probram today with 
the announcement that Representative 
Lewis Douglas, of Arizona, is to be 
his budget director. 

As he announced Douglas’ selection 
and said he was already at work, the 
president-elect also formally announc- 
ed the name of his secretary of war 
—George H. Dern, of Utah, as defi- 
nitely stated in Associated Press dis- 
patches yesterday. It was learned in 
Atithoritative eircles in Washington 
that Mr. Roosevelt would fill another 
important post with appointment of 
Judge Robert W. Bingham, Louisville 
publisher, as ambassador to London. 

Mr. Roosevelt intends to make one 


of the most sweeping and slashing re- 
organizations of government attempted 
in recent history. 

He disclosed that Douglas is now 
working at Washington with Swagar 
Sherley, of Kentucky, and Daniel UC. 
Roper, of South Carolina, in the 
preparation of reorganization data. 
Roper is regarded definitely as tae 
secretary of commerce in the Roose- 
velt cabinet. 

Only preliminary reports have been 
received so far but he expects to have 
a program in shape for submission to 
the extra session of the new congress

_ WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—(P)— 
The last annuel supply which the 
house had to approve this session— 
that allowing $315,419,000 for the 
navy in the next fiscal year—was 
passed late today by the house and 
sent to the senate. 

The measure would, if passed by 
the senate, override President Hoo- 
vers recommendation for a reduction 
in marine corps’ enlisted strength 
from 15,343 to 13 ‘ 

It also would increase the cost 
limit of the aircraft carrier Ranger, 


$21,000,000, and let the navy spend 
$53,345,000 for new ship construction.

The bullet pene- 
trated the right temple and ‘ranged 
upward. 

At Warrenton it was said Graves 
had been living there for the past five 
or six years and originally came from 
near Atlanta. He is survived by his 
wife and one child about 5 years old.

Key Refuses Salary Fund Until Board of Edu- 
cation Adopts Acceptable Budget 
for Schools.

Further salary payments to Atlan- 
to school teachers were barred Thurs- 
day afternoon by Mayor James L. Key 


until an acceptable budget has been 
adopted by the board of education for 
the year. Key’s action followed a 
joint meeting of the board of education 
and council members at which a joint 
committee was selected to work out a 
uniform salary cut for all employes 
and came on the heels of an acrimo- 
nious clash between Key and Dr. Noah 
W. Baird, president of the board. 

The Key-Baird setto occurred in the 
executive suite and was heard by Al- 
derman G. Everett Millican and Ed A. 
Gilliam, Couucilman G. Dan Bridges 
and George W. Powell, chairman of 
the current expenditures committee of 
the board, and Thomas W. Clift, school 
business manager. 

It occurred after an amicable meet- 
ing between council and board mem- 
bers through which Key sat for the 
most part without saying anything. 

Baird, Powell and Clift entered the 
executive office. 

“Mr. Mayor, we have come to get 
some money,” Baird said in entering 
the room. 

“What money?” Key asked. 

“Money to pay the back salaries of 
school employes,” Baird explained. 

“That cannot be had until a budget 
is adopted by the school department.” 
Key countered. “We cannot borrow 
money to pay them.” 


r “T cannot see how you take such 
a position unless you have some ul- 
terior motive,” Baird declared. 

“If you come into this office to 
make any such insinuations, I do not 
want you here,” Key countered with 
force. “I do not like such statements. 


Do not come into this office again and 
make such an assertion.” 

Baird retired from the fray and 
Powell explained that they were seek- 
ing the pay rolls for the maintenance 
department for the earlier part of 
February. Key said he did not see 
why that pay roll could not be met, 
but that there would be no salaries 
for school teachers until a ‘budget 
from the school department has been 
approved. 

Baird ,then attempted to explain 
his assertion, and Key told him the 
matter was over and he did not wish 
to reopen it. 

“I think you owe me as much of an 
apology as I owe you,” Baird coun- 
tered with vehemance. “I think we 
are all square. I am willing to shake 
hands and forget it.” 

“Let’s just forget it,” Key said in 
closing the episode. . 

Powell, J. Ira Harrelson and S. C. 
Noland were named by Baird as the 
board’s representatives and Gilliam, 
Bridges and Millican will represent 
the council finance committee. B.

FLAVED BY NORRIS 


Nebraskan Assails Eight 
Banks in Interlocking 
Directorate “Lecture.” 


WASHINGTON, Feb. * 23.—(/)— 
With long pointer in hand and a huge 
chart labeled the “Spider Web of 
Wall Street” as his subject, gray- 
haired Senator Norris assumed his old 
role of schoolmaster in the senate to- 
day and lectured his colleagues .on 
interlocking directorates. 

As the veteran chairman of the ju- 
diciary committee stoutly assailed 
eight large New York banks for what | 
he termed their vice-like grip on trade 
and industry through a web of direc- 
torships, Senator Logan, democfat, 
West Virginia, a newcomer to the 
senate, proposed that the government 
take over the profits of industry above 
a fair return to capital and labor. 

Disclaiming any “suggestion of rad- 
icalism,” the former Kentucky judge 
said his plan would “destroy all in- 
centive to take from the public more 
than a fair return.” The recaptured 
profits would be used for “the better- 
ment of the public.” 

“We are just slaves at the mercy 
of ‘this money trust,” said Norris as 
he pointed to the eight spreading legs 
of the great spider on the wall and 
said they represented J. P. Morgan 
& Co.; Guaranty Trust Co., Bankers 
Trust Co., First National, Irving 
Trust Co., Central Hanover, National 
City and Chase National banks. 

He said the map, eight feet square, 
did not “come anywhere near” being 
large enough to show all the corpora- 
tions under the influence of the finan- 
cial center. 

“There isn’t wall space in this 
chamber that would hold the map,” 
he said. “Instead of 120 major cor- 
porations, shown here, there would be 
thousands.” 

“Today,” he added, “if the govern- 
ment wanted to take over the rail- 
roads, we would only have to go to 
one man—just one man—J. P. Mor- 
gan. That’s true of many other cor- 
porations.

SALES TAX NEEDED, 


RIVERS DELARES 


Speaker Sees Extra Ses- 
sion If No Levy Is ‘En- 
acted Immediately.

Speaker Ed Rivers Thursday pre- 
sented his 5 per cent general retail 
sales tax plan to the house ways and 
means committee as the only way to 
answer the “hue and cry in Georgia” 
for a new tax deal. 

Approximately 25 mills of state «2d 
county ad valorem taxation will be 
taken off if the sales tax plan is 
adopted, the speaker predicted. He 
told the committee that approximately 
$25,000,000 will be raised through the 
5 per cent tax if it is passed. 

After a two-hour session the com- 
mittee voted to refer the Rivers plan, 
the Sisk 2 per cent sales tax plan, 
and all other various sales tax ideas 
to a sub-committee of five, which will 
report back next Tuesday. Rivers at 
first had said his plan would be in- 
troduced in the house,” but he later 
decided to speak to the committee and 
then let a sub-committee consider his 
plan, which probably will be brought 
out as the committee bill. 

The speaker predicted that unless a 
sales tax bill is passed in the next 
three weeks, the general assembly will 
be called: back in extraordinary ses- 
sion within 12 months to approve a 
sales tax. 

He told the committeemen that the 
counties in Georgia would get 4 per 
cent of the tax and the state the re- 
maining 1 per cent. The 4 per cent 
would furnish the counties enough 
money to take off 20 mills of the ad 
valorem taxation in all counties, and 
the 1 per cent of the tax to the state 
would relieve the 5 mill state and ad 
valorem tax. He estimated that $5,- 
000,000 would result from each 1 per 


cent of the tax. ;

PRUBE 1S ORDERED 
BY HOUSE GROUP 


Charges Made to Com- 
mittee That Farm Board 
Abolition Measure Wil- 
fully Mutilated. 


_Charges involving alleged substitu- 
tion of a bogus, abortive bill for the 
original house bill No. 280 abolishing 
the state department of agriculture, 
were made Thursday aight at a meet- 
ing of general judiciary committee No. 
2 of the house and were referred to 
a committee for a thorough investiga- 
tion with a view to establishing the 
identity of the perpetrators. 

Members of the committee, consid- 
ering the bill at the Henry Grady 
hotel, were startled by the statement 
of friends of the bill that the measure, 
taken temporarily from the, house for 
the purpose of being copied, was “lost” 
and another paper, made up to re- 
semble the real bill, was palmed off 
as the bill introduced by Representa- 
tives Ellis Arnall and Stonewall Dyer, 
of Coweta. 

The bogus bill, members of the com- 
mittee were told, was so drawn that 
an entire section of the original meas- 
ure was dropped and technical pro- 
visions for the repeal of certain laws 
were so altered as to render the bill 
useless and void if-enacted. Prelimi- 
nary investigation reulted in absolu- 
tion for everyone connected with the 
house in an official capacity, and it 
is believed that an “outsider” was re- 
sponsible for the hill tampering, the 
committee was told. 

The committee, after hearing a 
thorough discussion -of the. matter, 
voted for the appointment of ap in- 


vestigating committee, and Chairman 
D. 8S. Strickland, of Douglas; appoint- 
ed Representatives Dyer, Palmer of 
Hall and Watkins of Oglethorpe to 
ferret ont the facts connected with 
the alleged. substitution. . 

Representative Dyer ‘said that he 
will address the house on the matter 
this morning, and will seck to have 
a duplicate of the original bill estab- 
lished as the Dill. 

The committee, after hearing Com- 
missioner of Agriculture G. C. Adams 
and heads of the various divisions of 
the department defend the depart- 
ment’s usefulness, voted to report the 
bill back to the house with a recom- 
mendation that it be passed by substi- 
tute. The substitute, offered by the 
farm bloc of the house, would abolish 
the present set-up of the department 
and provide for creation of a commis- 
sion of 10 members, one from each 
congressional district, to be appointed 
by the governor, to operate the depart- 
ment through a secretary of agricul- 
ture.. The original bill would transfer 
functions of the department to the 
state college of agriculture and de- 
partment of health.

Native Atlantan Will Be 
Buried in Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—(?)— 
Colonel William W. Forsyth, United 
States army, retired, died early today 
at his home in Lexington, Va., after 
a long illness. 

Colonel Forsyth, who was 76, had 
suffered from a heart ailment for 
some time.

FINDS NEW ISLAND 

IN PACIFIC OCEAN 


SAN PEDRO, Cal., Feb. 23.—(4) 
A report of a new island in the mid- 
Pacific was announced here Wednes- 
day by the navy hydrographic office. 

The report was made by Captain 
L. G. Richardson, of the British mo- 
torship Silverbeech. 

“On February 11,” he reported, “at 
12:46 a. m., latitude 31.28 north, 
longitude 152.13 east, sighted small 
island about 15 feet high and a half a 
mile Jong, with a fixed white light in 
the middle.” 

Charts of the area show this loca- 
tion as deep water south and east of 
the main group of Japanese islands. 
The nearest charted land is Marcos 
island, Japanese possession, 400 miles 
distant. 

Captain Richardson suggested the 
new island is of volcanic origin, 
thrown up by some subterranean dis- 
turbance. He attributed the light to 
some Japanese fisherman or native 
from a distant island having moved 
on the new land.

It is also a misuse of cheese to 
serve it' as a top-off to a big meal. 
And it adds insult to injury to add 
cheese indiscriminately to eggs and 
other protein foods, unless it is used 
in small enough amounts to provide 
flavor or zest only. 

There is no waste in cheese. It 
vields three times as many calories as 
beef steak, is rich in vitamins, is de- 
licious in proper combination, and 
well digested if thoroughly masticated 
and properly cooked, if cooked at all. 
Cheese eaten with foods rich in po- 
tassium, the natural solvent of cheese, 
is easier to digest. Such foods are 
raisins, bananas, oranges, lettuce and 
potatoes. When making cheese sand- 
wiches, these foods may be taken into 
consideration. : 

With the increase of women’s club 
meetings and other similar groups, at 
the conclusion of which certain re- 
freshments are served, the cheese sand- 
wich or appetizer in its various forms 
is highly recommended. The cheese is 
filling, therefore the women do not 
eat so much food as they otherwise 
would if cake and rich “a la kings” 
were served, And sandwiches are com- 
ing to be the thing for all such meet- 
ings. Therefore, the fillings must be 
zestful and tasty, and the sandwiches 
real tongue ticklers. Here are sgme 
interesting cheese sandwich fillings. 

SANDWICHETTES. 

Pit dates, open them flat and spread 
with grated cheese that has been mois- 
tened with mayonnaise. Lay each date 
open side down on a salted cracker 
and finish with another cracker. The 
crackers may be buttered if desired. 

SALLY’S SANDWICHES. 

Spread thin slices of bread with 
butter. Pare and core large apples, 
slice them thin into slices to fit the 
bread. Lay a thin slice cheese on top 
of the apple slice, finish with an- 
other piece of buttered bread. A thin 
layer of mayonnaise over the apple 
adds to the flavor. 

BUTTERCUP ROLLS. 

Use very fresh bread, cut in as 
thin slices as possible. Butter these 
and spread with grated cheese which 
has been mixed to a cream with but- 
ter or mayonnaise. Some fresh water- 
cress or parsley chopped very fine and 
mixed with the cheese is an enjoyable 


addition. Roll the slices separately, tie 
each with a narrow ribbon. Use one 
slice bread for each of these sand- 


wiches. 
CUCUMBER CHEESE TIDBITS. 
Add finely chopped fres® cucumbers 
to grated cheese, cream them together 
with mayonnaise. Spread generously 
between slices of buttered bread. 
HONEY CHEESE SANDWICHES. 
Mix grated cheese with honey and 
butter to form a thick paste. Spread 
on very thin slices buttered bread and 
eut in fancy shapes. If the slices of 
bread are toasted before being filled 
with the filling the flavor is delicious. 


TOMATO CAMEMBERT GRILL, 


Slice whole ripe tomatoes in thick 
pieces, or cut small ones in half. 
Spread the open face with buttered 
bread or cracker crumbs. Broil or 
bake them until browned and cooked, 
but not mushy. When ready to serve, 
place a slice of tomato on a slice of 
buttered toast with a teaspoonful of 
camembert cheese on top of each to- 
mato slice. 

DEVILED LIMBURGER 
SANDWICHES. 


Mix 1 cup chopped cooked ham or 
other meat with 1-2 cup creamed lim- 
burger cheese. Season with 1 teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce and spread on 
thin slices of bread. 

CAMEMBERT SANDWICHES. 

Creamm inced parsley with camem- 
bert cheese.:Spread on thin slices but- 
tered bread and make. into tiny sand- 


wiches, 

CHEESE OLIVE SANDWICHES. 

Mash any soft cream cheese and 
add chopped olives and pimientos in 
equal parts. Add quite a bit of salt 
and pepper in order to make the sea- 
soning snappy. Spread between thin 
slices buttered bread, with lettuce if 
desired. 

CHEESE AND PICKLE 
SANDWICHES. 

Add little Worcestershire sauce and 
a few drops of lemon juice to grated 
cheese, work until smooth and soft. 
Add finely chopped dill or sweet 
pickles for flavoring and spread on 
thin slices buttered bread for sand- 
wiches. tlc aa 

CHEESE AND HAM 
SANDWICHES. 

Make good-sized sandwiches. Place 
thin slice Switzerland cheese and thin 
slice boiled or baked ham in each 
sandwich, with crisp piece of lettuce 
and little mayonnaise. 

SARDINE ROSE CANAPES. 

On 6 rounds buttered whole wheat 
bread place a slice of tomato and a 
slice of Switzerland cheese. Skin and 
bone 6 sardines, mash well and then 
add one hard-cooked egg finely 
chopped, season with salt, pepper and 
paprika and moisten with mayonnaise. 
Put this pulp in a pastry bag and 
press it through a rosette tube, placing 
a sardine rose on each round of cheese. 
Garnish with chopped parsley. 
TOMATO TOAST WITH CHEESE. 

Toast bread, trim off crusts and but- 
ter it. On each slice arrange a thin 
slice tomato, season with salt and 
pepper. Cover with very thinly sliced 
cheese, place strips of bacon on top. 
Bake in oven till bacon is crisped and 
serve at once, 

TOASTED CHEESE FINGERS. 

Toast slices bread, cut in finger 
lengths. Butter and spread with orange 
marmalade. Sprinkle with grated 
cheese. 

SWISS BOUCHEES. 

Melt 3 tablespoons butter and add 
1-2 cup flour and cornstarch mixed, 
season with salt and paprika, add 2 
cups scalded milk. Cook till thick, 
fold in 1 cup Swiss cheese cut in 
small pieces and 1 beaten egg. Simmer 
until cheese is well blended with other 
ingredients, then pour into a flat well 
buttered pan and set. away to cool. 
Cut in diamonds, sturs, circles, cres- 
cents, efc., sprinkle with grated Swiss 
cheese and paprika. Slip into hot oven 
and brown delicately.

Much Economic Work Will 
Fall Upon New U. S. 
Ambassador. 


By CHARLES 8S. SMITH. 

WASHINGTON, ‘Feb. 23. 

J udge Robert W. Bingham, Louisville, 
Ky., will take up the duties of the 
American ambassador to Great Britain 
at a time when Anglo-American ne- 
gotiations are under the close scruti- 
ny of the rest of the world because 
of the leadership the English-speaking 
nations are expected to take in re- 
storing hormal economie conditions. 

More than 50 nations plan to at- 
tend the economic conference to be 
held in London for the purpose of rais- 
ing commodity prices and stabilizing 
currencies. Upon the American am- 
bassador in London will fall much of 
the preparatory work of this meeting. 

With the United States and Great 
Britain standing on common ground 
in their attitude toward the Man- 
churian dispute and holding the same 
interest in protecting the open-door 
policy in China, the’ American embassy 
at the court of St. James has great 
responsibility in that connection. 

The discussions of debts and eco- 
nomie problems which President-elect 
Roosevelt is to hold in Washington 
with representatives of Great Britain 
early in March are expected to be the 
forerunners of  recriprocal tariff 
agreements between the two powers 
in exchange for readjustment of the 
English debt settlement. 

In the negotiation of these agree- 
ments the new ambassador to Lon- 
don will have an important part. 

Indications are that the United 
States may soon begin negotiations 


agreements which may bring up many 
controversial problems within the Brit- 
ish empire and tax the ingenvity of 
the American ambassador at the court 
of St. James. 

Japan’s declaration that she will 
withdraw from the disarmament con- 
ference as well as the League of Na- 
tions if the League persists in its re- 
fusal to recognize Manchukuo threat- 
ens to raise many common problems 
for the United States in Great Britain. 

However, the Japanese government 
has said it will observe the Washing- 
ton and London naval agreements 
and will attend the conference of naval 
powers to be held in 1935. Conse- 
quently the efforts of Great Britain 
and the United States to reconcile 
their differences of opinion about 
relative naval strength will not be 
halted by Japan’s action.

“There is a hue and cry in Georgia 
to give the people a new tax deal, In 
this legislature the only chance for a 
new deal in taxes is through a sales 
tax.” 

He stated that a constitutional 
amendment to tax intangibles had 
passed the house, but said that even 
if it is finally approved it would be 
three years before any results would 
be obtained. 

Disagrees With Merchants. 

“T believe a general sales tax 
should be placed on retail sales, not 
on manufacturers, as tax on both re- 
tail and manufacturers’ sales would 
be double taxation. The merchants 
say it will.ruin them. I can’t agree 
with them. I believe every state in 
the nation will have to come to a sales 
tax, and that within 12 months of the 
adoption of a sales tax in Georgia 
our neighboring states will adopt it. 

In answer to a question by Repre- 
sentative Myrick, of Chatham, Rivers 
said he based his estimated revenue 
on the probable retail sales in 1932. 

“The latest ir formation I can get is 
that retail sales in 1931 amounted to 

19,000,000 in Georgia. Taking in 
account a decline for the following 
year, I am basing my esimate on re- 
tail sales of $500,000,000 for 1932,” 
the speaker said. 

He apportioned the sales tax as fol- 
lows: One pes cent to the state: 
1 per cent to th. counties on the same 
basis as’ the equalization ‘school fund: 
1 per cent on -he basis of the county 
school per capita basis; and 2 per cent 
on the basis of the tax valuations 
of the counties. : 

The speaker said that a county 

would have to use the money to re- 
lieve the ad valorem tax burden or it 
would not participate in the distribu- 
tion.

REPEAL CONVENTION 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Feb. 23.— 
(P)—The Sossaman bill to call a state 
convention for Alabama to ratify or 
reject the prohibition repeal amend- 
ment was reported favorably today by 
the house civil laws committee after 
an hour of bitter argument. The vote 
was 13 to 6

Five 
delegates would be chosen from each 
of the nine congressional districts and 
20 from the state at large. 


U.S. Taxes in 7 Months 
Decline $113,393,699 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—(4)— 
The government’s income from taxes 
for the first seven months of the 
1933 fiscal year was €113,393,699 less 
than in the same period of the previ- 
ous year despite additional levies in 
the billion-dollar tax bill. 

In the seven months the govern- 
ment collected $831,242,813 from all 
sources of taxes as compared with 
$944,636,512 in the corresponding pe- 
riod of the previous year. For the 
month of January tax collections 
amounted to $86,804,917 as compared 
with $210.995.057 in December and 
$62.538,568 in January, 1932. 

The December collections, however, 
included $141,033.327 of quarterly in- 
come tax payments while last month’s 
income tax amounted to only $17,- 
888,855, approximately $3,200,000 less

He said that it might be sliced after 
parboiling and after dipping in crack- 
er crumbs well seasoned could be 
eooked slowly or smothered in an 
onion gravy.

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BRITISH DRIVER 
ENDS ATTEMPTS 
FOR THIS YEAR 


Injured Wrist, Bad Beach 
Are Reasons; To Re- 
turn in 1934. 


By Ted Gill. 


DAYTONA BEACH, Fla., Feb. 23. 
(P)—Abandoning plans for further 
land speed trials this year, Sir Mal- 
colm Campbell tonight prepared to re- 
turn to England shortly with the ex- 
pectation,of coming back next winter 
in an effort to boost his three newly 
established world automobile records 
still higher. 

Decision of the 48-year-old driver 
to return home without making any 
more record attempts was motivated 
by a serious arm injury and the fact 
that the beach speedway is in none 
too good condition. 

The injury to Campbell’s arm oc- 
curred 10 days ago as he was testing 
out his Bluebird racing car on the 
beach. While traveling at a fast clip, 
the gear shift lever on the machine 
sprang out of position and cracked 
him a hard blow just, above the wrist. 

ONE-HAND DRIVER. 
_ During his epochal race yesterday, 
in which he set a new record of 272 
miles an hour over a mile route, 
Campbell was forced to drive virtually 
the entire distance over a rough beach 
with only one hand. 

While changing gears during the 
trials, the driver sprained his injured 
arm again and last night he found it 
necessary .to summon a physician. The 
doctor treated the arm and bound it 
in bandages, today he advised Camp- 
bell not to race again until it healed, 
as there was danger of a permanent 
injury if he did. 

Accepting the advice, Campbell im- 
mediately announced he would aban- 
don plans for making trials to estab- 
lish new standing start records for 
one kilometer and one mile. His pres- 
ent records, all made from a flying 
start, are for one kilometer, one mile, 
five kilometers, five miles and 10 kilo- 
meters. 

The Britisher said he expects to ship 
his car north tomorrow or Saturday 
and that he would leave Monday or 
Tuesday for Toronto, Canada, where 
he has accepted an invitation to make 
a short address before the Empire 
Club there. Returning immediately to 
New York. he plans to s.il for Eng- 
land March 3. 

TO EXHIBIT CAR. 

Campbell said his car, which will 
be shipped on the same steamer that 
will carry him home, would be placed 
on exhibition at a race track at Brook- 
lands, Easter Monday, and, afterward 
it probably would be conditioned for 
another speed trial here early next 
year. 

The Britisher today received an in- 
vitation to visit Governor Dave Sholtz 
at Tallahassee before he leaves for 
England, but said he was: undecided 
whether he would have time to make 
the trip to the state capital. In his 
invitation, Governor Sholtz said he de- 
sired to present Campbell with a 
trophy as a_ public exp-ession of 
Florida's pride in the driver's achieve- 
nent, 

While making preparations for his 
return to England, Campbell said that 
although he was pleased with the rec- 
ords he established here over a bumpy 
beach and with the visibility poor, he 
was confident he could attain a much 
higher speed in his car under favorable 
conditions. He indicated he could set 
a record of at least 300 milc: an hour 
with the machine. The three flying- 
start records Campbell established 
were 272.463 miles an hour for one 
kilometer: 272.108 for the mile, and 
257.295 for five kilometers. He also 
holds records of 242.751 for five miles 
and 238.669 for 10 kilometers. A kilo- 
meter is approximately five-eighths of 
a mile, 

The standing start records, which 
Campbell had planned to attack, are 
S6 miles an hour for one kilometer and 
100.7 for one mile.

L. S. U. Five Rates Third 
in Pre-Tournament 
Gossip.

Kentucky and Alabama, highest 
ranking teams during the regular sea- 
son, stand out as twin favorites to 
win the Southeastern conference bas-

Most of the critics favor Kentucky, 
but a large number are supporters of 
Alabama. While Louisiana State 
— third in the pre-tournament gos- 
sip. 

Alabama opens the big meet, the 
first championship event of the newly 
formed athletic group, at 2:30, cen- 
tral standard time, this afternoon 
against Sewanee in the huge city audi- 
torium here, where cage tournaments 
have been held for more than a decade. 


Louisiana State plays Auburn an 
hour later, while Kentucky winds up 
the afternoon program against the 
University of Mississippi at 4:30 
o’clock, Georgia plays Tulane at 8 
o’clock and Georgia Tech tackles Ten- 
nessee in the final night contest.

Most experts figure Kentucky the 
strongest quintet, but feel the Wild- 
cats, with a tough row ahead in the 
lower bracket, may not survive three 
hard games or, if successful, may not 
have the stamina to battle through 
the usual rough and tiring fin&él en- 
gagement. 

It is generally agreed the lower half 
of the draw—Kentucky’s half—has 
more formidable teams than are found 
in the top group. L. S. U., Auburn, 
Georgia Tech, Tennessee, Florida, Mis- 
sissippi, and Kentucky are in this 
body. The other bracket finds Ala- 
bama, Sewanee, Mississippi State, 
Georgia, Tulane and Vanderbilt. 

Alabama has been figured as one 
of the finalists on account of the 
comparatively easy route it must 
travel to the title round. The Crimsons 
should have little trouble with Se- 
wanee in the opening go. Alabama 
already has beaten Mississipi State 
twice and should take the Starkville 
outfit again.
